Council  to  set  up  machinery 
for  all  future  name-changes 

The  Legislative  and  Executive  Councils  of  the  student  government 
this  week  recommended  to  the  administration  that  the  name  of  the 
student  newspaper  be  officialy  changed  from  the  Y News  to  the 
Brigham  Young  UNIVERSE. 

| The  councils  voted  that  the  nhme-change  be  a statute  to  the  new 

I copstitution  which  will  make  the  new  name  effective  for  this  year. 

Provo,  Utah  In  the  adopted  motion  the  councils  also  recommended  that  the  name 

become  permanent  by  a constitu- 
tional amendment  to  be  presented 
for  a student  referendum  vote  in 
the  spring  along  with  the  regular 
studentbody  elections. 

The  new  name  was  enthusiastic- 
ally supported  by  the  majority  of 
both  councils  and  passed  with  only 
two  dissenting  votes. 

Dissenting  votes  were  cast  by 
Jim  Hill,  junior  class  representa- 
tive; and  Jess  Bushman,  tempor- 
ary representative  of  the  service 
units. 

Mr.  Hill  based  his  objection  on 
^the  fact  that  he  felt  that  a major- 
~ ity  of  his  classmates,  whom  he 
represented,  were  against  the 
switch  from  the  traditional  name 
to  the  new  name.  Mr.  Bushman,  al- 
though in  favor  of  the  new  name, 
voted  against  the  proposal  because 
of  the  manner  in  which  the  change 
was  made. 

The  proposal  for  the  change  was 
presented  to  the  Legislative  Coun- 
cil for  vote  by  Ken  Pace,  student 
newspaper  editor.  He  discussed  the 
reasons  for  requesting  the  change 
and  pointed  out  the  advantages  of 
the  new  name. 

Also  pointed  out  was  the  method 
in  which  the  new  name  was  select- 
ed and  tried.  Supporters  of  the 
proposal  pointed  out  that  all  possi- 
ble, procedure  was  tried  before  the 
name  was  substituted  on  the 
paper’s  mast-head. 

In  the  absence  of  a definite  pro- 
cedure for  changing  the  name  of 
the  student  newspaper,  the  editor 
explained,  he  and  his  staff  picked 
the  new  name  and  then  submitted 
it  to  the  Executive  Council,  then

Surveying'  of  students’  tastes, 
habits,  arid,  peculiarities  will  be 
taken  this  week  by  the  Brigham 
Young  University  business  fra- 
ternities Weldon  J\Tayk>r,  Associ- 
ate Prof,  of  Marketing,  said  today. 

This  survey  which  was  instigat- 
ed by  the  National  Advertising 
Service,  Universe  national  repre- 
sentative, will  determine  what  type 
of  people  read  the  Universe’s  Na- 
tional Advertising  and  thus  find- 
ing the  best  means  and  kind  of 
advertising  to  put  into  the  school 
paper. 

The  survey  will  also  provide  an 
outlet  for  the  marketing  classes 
■to  put  into  practice  the  informa- 
tion they  learn  in  school.  Both 
male  and  female  will  conduct  the 
survey  because  several  questions 
will  be  asked  that  may  be  personal- 

The  questions  in  the  survey  will 
deal  with  the  students’  habits 
and  likes  and  dislikes.  Some  of  the 
direct  questions  are:  About  how 
often  do  you  get  a beauty  parlor 
permanent?

In  order  to  determine  the  suc- 
cess that  any  new  unit  might  ex- 
pect, a poll  of  students  will  be 
conducted  by  the  A.  M.  S.  and  the 
A.  W.  S.  In  addition  to  this  poll 
it  is  proposed  that  a survey  be 
conducted  through  one  of  the 
classes. 

In  the  event  that  new  units  were 
initiated  the  members  of  the  estab- 
lished units  would  aid  them  in 
their  organization.  President  Bob 
Anderson  of  Gamme  Taux,  a unit 
extablished  within  the  last  few 
years,  illustrated  how  valuable 
such  aid  might  be  by  saying  that 
his  social  unit  could  never  have 
organized  without  the  help  of  a 
member  of  the  already  established 
Tausigs.

Announcement  of  the  Brigham 
Young  university  revised  and 
streamlined  award  system  ' was 
made  today  by  Merrilyn  Harmon, 
head  of  the  committee. 

The  point  system  was  slightly 
changed  this  year  to  cope  with  the 
ever  changing  school  which  pre- 
sents the  various  awards  at  the 
annual  award  assembly  in  May. 

Awards,  which  are  based  on  a 
quarterly  basis  for  extra-curricular 
activities,  are  given  on  the  ac- 
cumulation of  points  throughout 
the  year.  This  system  started 
about  three  years  ago  and  has  been 
changed  slightly  through  the 
years. 

Points  are  adjudicated  for  the 
various  activities  and  are  put  into 
four  classes:  first  15  points  made 
by  the  student  permits  them  to 


receive  a gold  blpck  “Y”;  second 
15  a ruby  in  the  block  “Y”;  third 
15  a pearl  in  the  block  “Y”;  and 
fourth  15  a diamond  in  the  block 
“Y”. 

When  the  award  system  started 
a student  could  get  one  award  each 
year.  It  now  works  out  about  the 
same  way  so  that  the  diamond  is 
awarded  in  the  senior  year.  Up 
to  now,  only  12  students  have  re- 
ceived the  diamond  award. 

The  award  committee  presented 
the  new  suggestions  to  the  Legisla- 
tive and  Executive  Councils  for 
their  approval.  The  new  system 
was  approved  by  both  councils  and 
is  now  subject  for  approval  by  the 
school  administration.

32,500  killed 
1,365,000  injured 

Again  in  1947,  speed  was  Killer  Number  One.  Nearly  45 
Der  cent  of  automobile  fatalities  attributed  to  mistakes  by 
Irivers  were  the  direct  result  of  driving  too  fast.  This  gross 
irror  was  a larger  factor  in  last  year's  total  than  it  was  in  1946; 
arger,  in  fact,  that  it  was  in  1941,  the  worst  year  in  automobile 
lictory 

Speeding  is.  premeditated.  Other  violations  can  often  be 
Dlamed  on  ignorance  or  lack  of  skill  or  apathy,  but  speeding  is 
dearly  a deliberate  action.  The  antidote  for  speeding,  then,  is 
he  simplest  safety  measure'  of  all:  thoughtfulness. 

One  of  the  most  astonishing  facts  from  the  1947  traffic  ac- 
cident record  is  this:  more  than  80  per  cent  of  automobiles  in- 
volved in  fatal  accidents  last  year  were  going  straight  ahead. 
Dne  out  of  each  five  of  the  faulty  motorists  was  turning,  back- 
ng,  skidding,  stopping  or  stopped  when  the  .death-dealing 
jrash  came.  The  other  four  were  going  straight. 

The  reason  is  the  false  sense  of  s^gurity  most  drivers'  as- 
sume on  the  straightaway.  If  they  are  turning  right  or  left,  they 
are  alert  for  obvious  hazards.  If  they  are  backing  up,  they  are 
ikely  to  proceed  with  caution.  If  they  are  preparing  to  stop,  j 
?hey  drive  with  the  care  experience  has  taught  them  is  indi. 
rated. 

But  when  they  shift  into  high  gear  with  the  expectation  of 
driving  a few  consecutive  blocks  or  a few  consecutive  miles  in 
he  same  direction,  they  also  shift  into  a careless  frame  of  mind. 
Driving  becomes  almost  automoatic  and  they  relax.  The  relative 
baonotony  of  this  type  of  driving  has  an  almost  soporific  effect. 
Jnder  these  conditions  they  become  the  target  for  many 
dangers — a blowout,  an  unexpected  curve,  a thoughtless  child 
darting  onto  the  highway. 

A universal  determination  to  resist,  the  temptation  of  fast 
driving  would  have  saved  nearly  10,000  lives  last  year.  It 
would  have  spared  a quarter  of  million  people  the  anguish  of 
broken  bodies.
